At the June 27 Huron Town- 
ship Board meeting Trustee 
Larry O’Kelley motioned to 
hire a professional negotiator 
for the Pinnacle Project. 
O’Kelley said, “...[ don’t think 
reasonable people can argue 
that we shouldn’t try to get the 
most benefits we can from the 
County.” 
He reminded the Board that 


a few months ago a negotiating © 


committee was set up. How- 
ever, the negotiating committee 
has failed to gain anything for 
the Township. 

Trustee Mary Lou Carey 
asked where the Board would 
find a professional negotiator. 

O’Kelley suggested many 
possibilities including contact- 
ing law firms, unions and the 
MTA for assistance. “I believe 
we can find an ample pool,” he 
said. 

Trustee Nora Adkins asked, 
“Ts it your contention that the 
negotiating committee be dis- 
missed?” 

O’Kelley said he would still 
want two Board members to be 
part of the committee. He also 
recommended that the two 
Board members be those who 
don’t have a personal interest in 
the Pinnacle. 

Supervisor John Mitchell 
said he had sent Wayne County 
a list of seven or eight items 
that would benefit Huron 
Township. He felt that some of 
them “are very doable and 
some would be very costly to 
Wayne County.”

However, he revealed that at 
a recent meeting he walked out 
when the County still would 
not agree to anything specific. 
He said the County has done 
nothing but throw out rhetoric. 

He pointed out that the 
Township put $25,000 into the 
Ring Road project three years 
ago and still there is no Ring 
Road. Huron has paid at least 
$25,000 in engineering costs to 
McKenna & Associates and Hen- 
nessey Engineering. The Super- 
visor said he sent the County a 
bill for this expense two 
months ago and the County still 
hasn’t responded. Furthermore,

you get it to the negotiating 
team. I’ve informed staff at 
Hennessey not to charge any- 
more time to the Township for 
the Pinnacle until we get some- 
thing concrete in negotiations... 
I don’t think we should invest 
another nickel.” 

O’Kelley pointed out, “I 
don’t ‘care if the County does 
come back to the table. 
However, | think there is some 
benefit to having the Pinnacle 
here.” 

Nevertheless, O’ Kelley later 
said, “I hope the Township 
understands that the Pinnacle is 
going to be a net cost to the 


Township... The negotiators 
will cost some money but they 
will pay off in the end.” 

The Supervisor disputed, “I 
have to differ with you. If they 
put $5 million worth of sewer 
lines in the Township, that is a 
benefit.” The Supervisor said 
he has also tried to tie the West 
Road connector into the Pin- 
nacle project. 

The motion to hire a profes- 
sional negotiator failed with 
O’Kelley favoring the motion. 
Treasurer Jarrod Barron was 
absent.

Putting together a success- 
ful soccer league encompasses 
many details.

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On Thursday, May 17, 
2001, Huron High School 
inducted three of its alumni

The three 
inductees were Gayland Rinne 
— 1953, Bonita Cox-Matelic

Balowski-McLenon. The Wall 
of Fame Ceremony was held 
in the Huron Civic Theatre. 
During the next few weeks we 
will be presenting to our read- 
ers a biographical sketch of 
each inductee. 

Gayland W. Rinne graduat- 
ed from Huron High School in 
1953. While attending Huron 
he was a member of the stu- 
dent council and freshmen 
class president. He was quar- 
terback on Huron High’s first 
football team and was also a 
member of the baseball and 
basketball teams. It was very 
apparent to those that knew 
him in high school that 
Gayland was the type of per- 
son who was all business and 
that was money in the bank. 

After graduation in 1958, 
Gayland earned the Pre- 
Standard and in 1961 the 
Standard Graduate Certificates 
from the American Bankers 
Association. He was employ- 








ed by the People’s Bank of 


Trenton. Upon graduation 
from these programs, he went 
on to graduate from the 
American Bankers Associa- 
tion Auditing School at the 
University of Wisconsin. Gay- 
land began his very successful 
career in banking as a teller. It 
was not long before he was 
promoted to auditor. His abili- 
ty in the financial world be- 
came clear and soon he was 
named Vice President of Per- 
sonnel and Training Director. 
Because of his recognized 
achievement, he served on the 
Board of Regeants — Amer- 
ican Institute of Banking. Old 
Kent Bank eventually bought 
out the People’s Bank of 
Trenton in 1980. The bank at 
this time opened many branch 
offices including Waltz and 
Flat Rock. It was during this 
time that Gayland was able to 
hire and employ many Huron 
Township residents. In 1992 
he retired from the banking 
world after 35 years of distin- 
guished service. 

Many area residents will 
remember Gayland from his 
time as a member of St. John’s 
Lutheran Church in Waltz. In 
1964, he moved to Monroe,
